SUMMARY: FONDEPT ASIA PACIFIC CHIEF ADENAN JUNE 18 
REITERATED IMPORTANCE OF ALDRICH S VISITING INDONESIA, 
SUGGESTING VISIT WOULD BE MOST USEFUL AT TIME FONMIN 
MALIK IN JAKARTA. ADENAN STATED CONTINUATION OF ICCS, AND 
INDONESIA'S PARTICIPATION THEREIN IS IN INDONESIA'S OWN 
NATIONAL INTEREST DESPITE CONTINUING FRUSTRATIONS. HE 
IMPLIED THAT FONDEPT PARTICULARLY WELCOMES ASSISTANCE 
ALDRICH CAN GIVE IN PERSUADING MILITARY THAT INDONESIA 
SHOULD CONTINUE IN ITS ICCS ROLE. END SUMMARY 

1. IN CALL ON FONDEPT ASIA PACIFIC DIRECTOR BGEN 
ADENANA (WHO "PROJECT OFFICER FOR ALDRICH VISIT" - REF A) 
JUNE 18, 1 EXPLAINED REASON FOR POSTPONEMENT OF ALDRICH 
VISIT (REF B), STATED THATHE HAD SUGGESTED THAT. OTHER 
COMMITMENTS PERMITTING, ALDRICH COME JUNE 28 WHEN 
FONMIN MALIK WOULD BE IN TOWN (REF A), AND ASKED ADENAN'S 
ADVICE AS TO SUITABLE DATE IN FUTURE IF JUNE 28 PROVES 
INFEASIBLE. ADENAN REPLIED THAT SINCE IT WOULD BE MOST 
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USEFUL FOR ALDRICH TO MEET WITH MALIK, NEXT PROPITIOUS 
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TIME FRAMEWOULD BE SHORTLY AFTER JULY 23 OR 24 RETURN 
OF FONMIN FROM EAST EUROPEAN TRIP. ADENAN REITERATED 
THAT ALDRICH SHOULD BRIEF TOP OFFICIALS OF BOTH DEFENSE 
AND FOREIGN DEPARTMENTS, AND THUS SHOULD ALLOW FOR TWO 
DAYS IN JAKARTA. I NOTED SUBJECTS WHICH WE HAD SUGGESTED 
ALDRICH COVER, DRAWING FROM PARA 5 REF C, AND ASKED 
ADENAN FOR ANY ADDITIONAL PROPOSALS. ADENAN INDICATED OUR 
SUGGESTIONS APPROPRIATE. I PROMISED TO KEEP ALDRICH INFORMED 
OF ALDRICH S PLANS. 

2. TURNING TO ICCS, ADENAN (WHO HAS AT TIMES BEEN 

RUMORED TO BE AMONG THOSE WHO FAVORED INDONESIA'S WITHDRAWING) 

STATED THAT INDONESIA HAS CLEAR INTEREST IN REMAINING SINCE 

WHAT HAPPENS IN VIET NAM - "A NEIGHBOR" HAS SECURITY 

IMPLICATIONS FOR INDONESIA ITSELF, AND THAT INDONESIA 

WILL STAY ON IF ALL THE PARTIES WANT HER. HE STRESSED - 

AS DO ALL SENIOR GOI OFFICIALS - THE FRUSTRATIONS 

INVOLVED, STATING THAT UNCOOPERATIVENESS OF PRG - AND 

AT TIMES GVN - MAKES LIFE VERY DIFFICULT FOR INDONESIAN 

CONTINGENT AND DOES NOT HELP GOI'S RELATIONS WITH NVN 

WHICH IS CONSTANTLY ATTACKING THEM. UNPLEASANT AMBIANCE 

MAKES IT DIFFICULT TO GET INDONESIANS - BOTH MILITARY 

AND 18 DIPLOMATS - TO SERVE WILLINGLY IN ICCS, AND NEED 

FOR ENGLISH COMPOUNDS PROBLEM IN CASE OF MORE JUNIOR 

MILITARY. SPEAKING PRIVATELY, ADENAN CONTINUED, HE 

CONCERNED THAT IF ICCS FUNDING PROBLEMS (NOTE PARA 6 REF C) 

SHOULD BECOME SO ACUTE AS TO REQUIRE REDUCTION IN 
ALLOWANCES FOR ICCS CONTINGENT MEMBERS, GOI MIGHT HAVE TO 
CONSIDER REDUCING SIZE ITS CONTINGENT ALTHOUGH THIS 
COULD NECESSITATE WITHDRAWING FROM CERTAIN SITES, WHICH 
HE WOULD NOT FAVOR. 

3. 1 TOOK OCCASION ONCE AGAIN TO STRESS OUR BELIEF THAT, 

DESPITE FRUSTRATIONS, ICCS IS PERFORMING USEFUL FUNCTION 
IN STABILIZING SITUATION IN VIET NAM AND THAT INDONESIA'S 
ROLE IN ICCS IS AN IMPORTANT ONE. ADENAN AGREED AND 
REITERATED THAT ALDRICH VISIT PARTICULARLY WELCOMED 
FOR OPPORTUNITY IT GIVES SENIOR LEVELS OF GOI TO 
I EARN OUR VIEWS AND ESTIMATES OF VIET NAM AND ICCS. 
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4. COMMENT: TONE OF ADENAN'S COMMENTS INDICATED THAT 
FONDEPT UNDER MALIK IS CONVINCED OF IMPORTANCE OF 
INDONESIA'S REMAINING IN ICCS AND PARTICULARLY WELCOMES 
SUPPORT ALDRICH VISIT CAN GIVE TO THIS POSITION VIS A VIS 
MILITARY, SOME OF WHOM, BY IMPLICATION, ARE STILL 
DOUBTFUL ABOUT VALUE OF ICCS PARTICIPATION.
